SB 5052 - DIGEST

Requires the c¢riminal Jjustice training commission, in
collaboration with the office of the superintendent of public
instruction school safety center, to develop training for
school resource officers.

Requires the Washington association of sheriffs and
police chiefs to: (1) In collaboration with the Washington
state school directors' association, develop and publish a
model agreement for school resource officer programs for use
by school districts and law enforcement agencies; and

(2) Establish and dimplement a grant program to fund
school resource officers.

Requires school districts that have a school resource
officer program to adopt an agreement with the employing
police department or sheriff's office, that incorporates the
model agreement, within thirty days of the start of a
program.
